Portugal bucks European trend to record 
house price increases, FT report finds 
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British expats prepare to vote 


News in the UK was this week 
dominated by Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown announcing that 
a General Election will be held on 
May 6. 

Expat residents in Portugal 
will also be able to cast their vote 
in what is expected to be one of 
the most contested general elec- 
tions in decades. 

With the votes of UK nation- 
als living abroad set to count more 
than ever, The Portugal News 
this week decided to conduct a 
straw poll amongst the thousands 
of expat Britons registered on The 
Portugal News mailing list. 

Replies received between 
Tuesday evening and Thursday 
morning indicate that 39.33 per- 
cent of respondents will not be 
exercising their civic right next 
month. 


While polls in the UK have 
consistently shown in recent 
days that the Conservative Party 
can expect close to 40 percent of 
the vote, Labour around 30 per- 
cent and the Liberal Democrats 
will receive around 20 percent, 
respondents here gave a slightly 
different view. 

There will be no hung parlia- 
ment in Portugal if our readers 
were to vote today. The Portu- 
gal News straw poll found. 

The Conservative Party will 
gain 47.33 percent of the vote, 
while the ruling Labour Party 
will only receive 8 percent. The 
Liberal Democrats are forced 
into fourth, having received only 
4.67 percent of the ‘vote’ , while 
UKIP received 5.33 percent. 
Those who would vote for a 
party other than the above four 


represented only 2.67 percent 
of the total. 

The main motivation behind 
‘casting’ their vote was that 
readers felt there is a need for 
change (28.67 percent). The 
second biggest reason for voting 
was that respondents believed 
the party they elected could im- 
prove the present economic situ- 
ation in the UK. 

Otherreasons given were ‘The 
leader of the party’ with4.67 per- 
cent, ‘that the party’ s MPs were 
the least involved in the expenses 
scandal’ (two percent) while 
‘Other’ received 14 percent. 

British nationals living in Por- 
tugal have until 20 April to regis- 
ter as an ‘overseas voter’ to be 
eligible to vote in the UK general 
election. 

Every British citizen who has 


been registered to vote in the UK 
within the last 1 5 years is eligible 
to vote in the UK general election 
on 6 May 2010. 

Those who were too young to 
register when they left the UK, 
can still register as an overseas 
voter so long as their parent or 
guardian was registered to vote in 
the UK and had left the UK 
within the last 15 years. 

Expats who are in the UK on 
election day can always vote in 
person at a polling station. 

UK nationals who live abroad 
you can apply to vote by post or 
by proxy, although they must be 
registered as an overseas voter.

Property prices up 


While most European house prices fell last year, the first decline since the Financial Times began 
tracking the market in 2000, Portugal managed to be one of the few countries to report a growth 
in house pricesduringtheeconomicgloom of 2009. 



The Linancial Times (LT) this 
week said that house prices in the 
Euro Zone fell by 4.6 percent last 
year in relation to 2008, while the 
drop was less pronounced in 23 
European nations, where areduc- 
tion of 2.8 percent was reported. 

Spain, so often compared to 
Portugal in terms of house prices, 
witnessed a 7.4 percent loss of 
valueonhomes. Neighbour Por- 
tugal however, managed to buck 
the trend, and recorded house 
price increases of 0.4 percent in a 
year when the global recession 
wreaked havoc. 

Ireland, Slovakia and Iceland 
were the hardest hit by the hous- 
ing crisis, with prices falling by 
1 2.4 percent, 11.1 percent and 9.7 
percent respectively last year. 

Market analysts in Portugal 


have underwritten the findings 
published this week in the ET, 
saying the country has always 
assumed a cautious approach to 
real estate development, at least 
in comparison with countries 
such as Spain and Ireland, which 
has allowed it to emerge from the 
international housing crisis rela- 
tively unscathed. 

“We never reached levels of 
high debt and our banks have al- 
ways been more conservative. 
This is largely why the crisis has 
not been as profound in Portugal 
as elsewhere in Europe”, Busi- 
ness Director of Aguirre Newman 
was quoted as telling Didrio 
Econdmico this week. 

The Director of Century 21 
Portugal, Ricardo Sousa, mean- 
while added that “Portugal has 


been recording a growth ten- 
dency since June 2006”, but in a 
stable manner, and not as drasti- 
cally as in the United Kingdom 
or the United States. 

According to Mr Sousa, the 
worst period for Portuguese real 
estate was at the start of 2009, but 
the market rapidly stabilised in 
the ensuing months. 

“People are still buying, but 
nobody is buying their dream 
house. They are much more cau- 
tious and are opting for cheaper 
homes”, he said. 

However, Residential Market 
Director of CB Richard Ellis told 
Didrio Econdmico that the Por- 
tuguese real estate market stabil- 
ity has another explanation: 
“This increase is probably due to 
more luxury homes being sold”. 


Luis Saldanha said. 

According to the ET, the 
Eurozone and Europe indexes, 
house prices fell more than seven 
percent in the larger, more devel- 
oped economies such as the UK, 
Spain and Erance. 

The ET further found that 
“even Germany, traditionally a 
more stable market, saw a dechne 
of more than 4 per cent in the sec- 
ond-hand home market and an 
overall decline of 1.8 percent.”

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Car sales up 72 percent in March 


After a gloomy 2009, the worst ever in the history of the Portuguese 
motor industry, new car sales have recorded an astonishing recovery in 
recent months. 


Car sales figures have once 
again caught market analysts by 
surprise, as a growth of 7 1 .6 per- 
cent was reported last month, bet- 
tering the 53 percent year-on-year 
increase for February. 

During the month of March, a 
total of 27,976 cars left showroom 
floors, the Association for the 
Automobile Sector (ACAP) said 
this week. 

Over the first three months of 
2010, 64,474 cars were sold in the 
country. When compared with the 
first quarter of 2009, it translates 
into a rise of 56.2 percent a year 
later. 

An indication of renewed con- 
sumer confidence is the 23,860 
passenger vehicles that were sold 
in March, which is up 87 percent 
on the same month the year before. 

ACAP explained in a statement 
that these figures should be greeted 
with reserved optimism, as March 
2009 had been a “particularly 
bleak month’ ’ when car sales plum- 
meted 42 percent in relation to 
2008. 

The Association further said 
that this boost in sales is largely 
due to car hire companies renew- 


ing their fleets, following a year 
when many opted to keep older 
vehicles out of fear of a slow sum- 
mer. 

In addition, companies also 
used March to trade in older vehi- 
cles and rejuvenate or increase ex- 
isting fleets. 

In the meantime, as car makers 
and industry analysts remain 
wary, there is no denying that Por- 
tuguese are once more buying new 
cars, which, in turn is expected to 
have positive effects on the coun- 
try’ s economy currently gripped 
by the global economic crisis. 

Despite these positive num- 
bers, the Portuguese Automobile 
Association (ACAP) has as- 
sumed a guarded stance and has 
refrained from expressing exces- 
sive excitement. 

The first half of 2009 is consid- 
ered by the Association to have 
been the worst period on record 
for the industry, with sales plum- 
meting by an average of around 40 
percent on a monthly basis. 

The brands responsible for this 
boost in new car sales so far this 
year are Renault, Peugeot and 
Volkswagen. 


Unemployment affecting 
more than one fifth of 
Portugal's young adults 


Unemployment amongst the 
under-25 s in Portugal, in Febm- 
ary , reached 2 1 percent when 1 2 
months ago that figure was at 

19.2 percent, according to data 
from the EU’ s statistics depart- 
ment, Eurostat. 

This places Portugal above the 
European average of the 27 
state-members, which is 20.6 
percent. Eurostat’ s figures also 
indicate that the overall unem- 
ployment rate in Portugal in 
Eebruary remained unaltered, at 

10.3 percent, in comparison to 
January this year, but, when 
compared with figures from 
Eebruary 2008, joblessness 
grew by 1.5 percent. 

Women are more affected by 
unemployment than men, it tran- 
spires, with female unemploy- 


ment having reached 10.9 per- 
cent. In Eebruary 2009 that fig- 
ure was lower, at 9.7 percent- 

Portugal has the EU’s fifth 
highest amount of unemployed 
citizens, with 23,019 million 
people out of work. 

Topping the list is Cyprus, 
where unemployment reached 
21.7 percent, followed by Spain 
(19%), Slovakia (14.2%), Ire- 
land (13.2%) and Hungry 
(11%). 

However, in Austria, unem- 
ployment currently affects only 
five percent of the population, 
with Holland boasting the low- 
est rate of unemployment, at 
four percent. Amongst young 
people, Latvia has the highest 
rate of unemployment (41.3%) 
followed by Spain (40.7%). 


Thousands of companies 
declared bankrupt 


By the end of March more than 
one thousand companies in Por- 
tugal had been officially declared 
bankrupt; according to the Com- 
mercial Information Institute, 
since the beginning of this year 
1 ,066 companies had applied for 
insolvency. 


This represents an 8.55 percent 
rise in comparison to the same 
period of 2009, and in comparison 
to the first trimester of 2008, an 
augment of 52.25 percent. 

The majority of cases are lo- 
cated in Oporto, Lisbon and 
Braga.

Man held on suspicion of 
killing five month old son 

A 23-year-old man is being held in PJ police custody on the suspicion of having murdered 
hisfive-month-oldson in Alcobaga. Hewill remain in custody until the investigation into 
the incident has been completed. 


The suspect is being held in the 
Leiria Regional Prison Establish- 
ment. 

According to Leiria PJ’s De- 
partment of Criminal Investiga- 
tion, “all indicates that the child, 
a five-month-old male, died after 
suffering physical injuries to his 
head and torso”. The father is also 
believed to have attacked the 
child one month earlier as, the 
report stated, there were “signs 
of previous aggression and ne- 
glect that were not treated in hos- 
pital”. 

The baby’s mother was also 
questioned by police but not 
made a suspect. 

The head of the Alcobaga 
Bombeiros Voluntdrios, Mario 
Serol, told Lusa News Agency 
that they had received a call to 
attend an incident involving “a 
baby pram or chair that had fallen 
over” inahouse “lOOmetres from 
the headquarters”. 


“The child was unconscious 
and also showed signs of en- 
cephalitis; a traumatic head and 
brain injury”. 

Mario Serol explained that, at 
the time the firemen arrived, the 
child’s situation “was already 
very complicated”. 

Three firemen were present at 


the scene, “they carried out re- 
suscitation procedures, at the 
house and throughout the kilome- 
tre-long route to the hospital”, he 
added, concluding that as the hos- 
pital suspected it may have been 
a case of physical abuse, the de- 
cision was made to inform the 
PSP police.

Century, the Iberian Lynx popu- 
lation, which is indigenous to 
Portugal and Spain, comprised an 
estimated 100,000 animals, but 
is now considered to be one of the 
most endangered species in the 
world, with around just 200 ani- 
mals remaining in the wild. 

In Portugal, the last sighting of 
a lynx was reported in 1980.

One the other hand, Silves’ 
purpose-built Iberian Lynx Re- 
production Centre is home to just 
one species, which is endangered; 
hence why last Sunday’s new 
arrivals were welcomed to huge 
celebrations, being the first of 
their species to be bom in captiv- 
ity in Portugal 

Their arrival, following a natu- 
ral birth, was officially an- 
nounced by the Ministry for the 
Environment, which described 
the cubs as “robust and quite ac- 
tive”. They are the first-borns of 
female Iberian Lynx Azahar, 
Arab for orange blossom, who 
was born in the wild five years 
ago and was the first animal to be 
transferred to the Silves Centre, 
having arrived from Spain last 
October. 

Despite several attempts 
Azahar had never managed to 
successfully reproduce in the re- 
production centre where she had 
been previously homed, in Jerez 
de la Frontera. It is believed the 
‘stress’ of the Spanish centre’s 
urban location prevented the lynx 
from falling pregnant. 

The male, Drago, was born in 
captivity in La Olivilla and was 
also one of the 1 6 Iberian Lynxes 
brought to Silves from Spain in 
an attempt to boost the dwindling 
indigenous species, which is verg- 
ing on extinction. 

B om on Easter S unday the two 
cubs were the first to be born in 
captivity, though Environmental 
Minister Dulce Alvaro Passaro 
said “we hope these cubs and 
others in the future will be re- 
leased back into the wild to 
repopulate our nature”. 

In Spain last year hopes of 
repopulating the Iberian Lynx 
species took a serious knock 
when it was announced that three 


Last year only three of 50 zoos 
in the world that are home to the 
grey African pelican announced 
the birds had reproduced, two in 
the USA and one in the Czech 
Republic. And while they are not 
a particularly endangered spe- 
cies, grey African pelicans, found 
mainly in Senegal, Ethiopia, Na- 
tal, Madagascar and Arabia, are 
not known for being born in cap- 
tivity. In the wild these birds 
normally feed from dams, rivers 
and small lakes, consuming a 
daily dose of between 900 and 
1,200 grams of fish. They can 
measure up to 1 32 centimetres in 
length and have an average life 
span of 12 years. 

Regarding their reproductive 
habits, pelicans are monogamous 
during mating season and inde- 
pendent the rest of the year. Fe- 
males generally lay two eggs 
which hatch after a 30-day incu-

Around 50 business-owners and residents 
have formed an association to protest 
against the renovation works completed 
last year inthe village of Carvoeiro, Lagoa. 
Once one of the most popular and 
picturesque areas of the Algarve, locals 
claim both tourism andtakingshave 
suffered as a result of the road revamp. 


Roadworks in the fishermen’ s 
village were completed last year, 
but opinions are divided as to 
whether they were beneficial for 
business. The village square, 
which once provided parking for 
an estimated 50 vehicles, has 
been fully pedestrianised. 

Further parking on the vil- 
lage’s entrance and exit roads, 
close to the centre, has also been 
eliminated. A series of metallic 
posts have been placed to prevent 
vehicles from pulling over out- 
side designated areas. Locals ar- 
gue that little space has been left 
for large tour buses to drop off or 
pick up tourists; at a glance the 
only bays close to the square are 
for loading and unloading com- 
mercial deliveries, along with a 
couple of disabled spaces and a 
spot for pharmacy users. 

Presided over by local busi- 
nesswoman Gra 9 aNovo, the as- 
sociation, being referred to pro- 
visionally as the Carvoeiro Busi- 
ness-owners’ Association, “was 


formed because of the works car- 
ried out in Carvoeiro”. 

“It is a constant fight for park- 
ing”, Gra 9 a told The Portugal 
News, adding “They have taken 
away all of the village’ s typical- 
ity”. 

“Business-owners are dissat- 
isfied with tourism figures . Even 
the post office has suffered. Peo- 
ple drive through the village, but 
as there are no parking spaces 
they leave. We want to bring life 
backto the village”, she explained. 

Local bar owner Geraldine 
Wilkinson also confirmed “Busi- 
ness has suffered”. 

“We are all about 50 percent 
down [on takings] and we can’t 
blame it solely on the current eco- 
nomic climate”. 

Geraldine claims to have “cut 
down drastically on staff’ as a 
result of the alleged downturn, 
and described how “people drive 
around once or twice then leave 
the village because there’s no 
parking”.

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Munich consul suspended in alleged shady submarine deal 



D The Portuguese government suspended an 
honorary consul in Germany late last week 
after published reports implicated the 
German national in a kickback scheme 
involving Lisbon'sordering construction of 
two submarines in 2004. 


The Foreign Ministry said in 
a statement that it was suspend- 
ing Jurgen Adolff , the Portuguese 
consul in Munich for the past 1 5 
years, until “full clarification of 
the investigations that involve 
him personally”. 

German magazine Der Spiegel 
reported last Tuesday that 
Adolff was suspected of having 
received €1.6 million in kickback 
payments from Man Ferrostaal, 
one of three firms in the German 
Submarine Consortium, which 
won the contract to build the two 
submarines for the Portuguese 
Navy in 2004. 

The magazine said Adolff had 
been instrumental in setting up a 
meeting between the then Portu- 
guese Prime Minister Jose 
Manuel Durao Barroso, now 
chairman of the European Com- 
mission, and Ferrostaal’ s admin- 
istration. 

German authorities, it added, 
had found “dozens of suspect 
consultancy documents” in- 
tended to be passed on to the Por- 


tuguese N avy Ministry in a search 
of the firms offices last week. 

A spokeswoman for Durao 
Barroso told the Lusa News 
Agency in Brussels that he had 
had “no direct or personal inter- 
vention” in the decision to pur- 
chase the two U-214 submarines 
apart from participating in the 
“collective” cabinet decision. 

Durao Barroso met Adolff in 
Munich but had never discussed 
the submarine purchase with the 
consul. 

The Defence Minister at the 
time, Paulo Portas, head of Por- 
tugal’s rightist Popular Party, 
said the choice of the German 
submarines had followed “abso- 
lutely unequivocal” price and 
technical criteria, among others. 

He saidhehadnever been ques- 
tioned by Portuguese authorities 
on the subject. 

The suspended consul, con- 
tacted by Lusa from Lisbon, said 
he knew “nothing” about the sus- 
pension or investigation.

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EC wants stronger sanctions 
against child sex criminals 


The European Commission has proposed new rules obliging EU 
countries to impose more severe punishment on those who sexually 


abuse children. 


The proposal, unveiled last 
week, also calls for criminal 
prosecution of activities like 
‘grooming’ (befriending chil- 
dren with the intention of sexu- 
ally abusing them) and ‘ sex tour- 
ism’ , even if the child abuse has 
taken place outside the EU. 

The Commission also wants 
more to be done to prevent these 
offences and to protect the vic- 
tims. It particularly wants to 
make sure that offenders can get 
tailor-made treatment so that 
they don’t abuse again. 


Downloading or viewing child 
pornography on the internet 
leads to more children being raped 
to produce those images” said 
Home Affairs Commissioner 
Cecilia Malmstrom.

Studies suggest that between 
1 0 percent and 20 percent of chil- 
dren in Europe will suffer one or 
other form of sexual abuse dur- 


ing their childhood. 

Some forms of sexual vio- 
lence are still on the rise. The 
number of websites devoted to 
child pornography is growing, 
200 images containing child 
pornography are put into circu- 
lation every day. 

Child victims portrayed in 
pornography are getting 
younger, and the images are be- 
coming more graphic and more 
violent. Some 20 percent of sex 
offenders go on to commit new 
offences after conviction. 
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Foreign prisoners 
double in a decade 



From 1999 the number of Portuguese inmates in national jails fell as the 
number of foreign prisoners, incarcerated mostly for serious crimes like 
murders, rapes and drug trafficking, increased. 


In just one decade the number 
of foreigners imprisoned in Por- 
tuguese jails went from 10 to 20 
percent of national total. On the 
other hand, Portuguese inmates 
have steadily decreased, particu- 
larly regarding the female popu- 
lation, which today is three times 
smaller than it was 10 years ago. 
In 1 999 there were 1,118 female 
Portuguese women being held in 
national jails, today there are no 
more than 400 women. 

In Portugal’s 49 male and fe- 
male jails as well as support in- 
stallations, there were, last year, 
significantly fewer national in- 
mates and double the amount of 
foreign citizens doing time or be- 
ing held in custody than there 
were in 1999. 

According to figures from the 
General Prison Services Board 


(DGSP), which were not in- 
cluded in the Annual Internal Se- 
curity Report (RASI), in 2009 
national prison facilities housed 
1 1,099 inmates, 8,836 of whom 
were Portuguese and 2,263 were 
foreigners. 

Ten years ago, national jails 
held 1 1 ,42 1 Portuguese convicts 
and just 1,387 inmates of foreign 
nationalities. 

This indicates that the number 
of foreign criminals went from 
making up 10.8 percent to 20.4 
percent of Portugal’ s prisoners, 
in 10 years. 

The majority of foreign pris- 
oners are, according to statistics. 
Cape Verdeans, followed by 
Angolans, Brazilians, Guineans, 
Spanish and Romanians, in that 
order. 

In 1999 there were fewer Ro- 


manians in Portuguese prisons 
than any other nationality. 

While the majority of Portu- 
guese criminals are incarcerated 
for crimes including theft and rob- 
bery, foreigners are mostly sen- 
tenced to jail for more serious 
crimes, like drug trafficking, 
muggings, murders and rape. 

According to data from the 
DGSP, from 1999 and 2009, 
Portuguese prisoners are gener- 
ally older, a greater number of 
whom are aged over 50, are serv- 
ing shorter sentences than their 
foreign counterparts, and have 
poorer schooling and qualifica- 
tions. Many cannot read or 
write. 

Foreign prisoners have a ten- 
dency to be younger; their sen- 
tences vary widely, and have 
higher levels of education.

Portuguese most concerned about drug trafficking 


Drug trafficking is the crime 
that most worries Portuguese citi- 
zens, according to a national 
study released this week, despite 
the majority of nationals having 
been the victims of other crimes 
such as defamation and injury to 
their person. 

Carried out by a researcher of 


the Superior Institute for Work 
and Company Sciences 
(ISCTE), Paulo Pereira de 
Almeida, the national study re- 
vealed that the majority of Por- 
tuguese are more concerned 
about drug trafficking than any 
other type of crime committed. 

On a ‘concern scale’ of one to 


four, drug trafficking scored 3.65, 
followed by vehicle theft (3.55), 
and commercial property theft 
and robberies (3 .54). 

The study also indicates that 
53.1 percent of those questioned 
have been the victim of defamation 
or injury to their person. But the

Almost half of Portugal’s youthhave 
committed crimes 


Almost half of all young- 
sters from the metropolitan 
areas of Lisbon and Oporto 
have committed some from of 
delinquent act, according to 
a study presented in Lisbon 
last week. 

Launched in May 2008 by 
the Institute of Criminology 
from Oporto’s University, the 
study was based on answers 
from 3,000 enquiries carried 
out in secondary schools and 
amongst 18-year-old non-pu- 
pils, regarding the activities of 
young adults outside of 
school, to analyse juvenile de- 
linquency. 


The document stated that 
47.7 percent of those surveyed 
admitted to carrying out delin- 
quent acts, of which 33.6 per- 
cent were committed in the 
past 12 months. 

It was further concluded 
that there is a balance between 
property crimes (theft, dam- 
age, and robbery) and crimes 
against physical integrity 
(group fighting and aggres- 
sion with or without weapons). 
In the study, the percentage of 
youths admitting to commit- 
ting acts of juvenile delin- 
quency increased with age, 
and occurred with greater fre- 


quency amongst the 14-15 
age groups. 

“It is from the age of 16 that 
the highest percentage of 
delinquent acts is regis- 
tered” the study states. 

In terms of behaviour, one 
fourth of the youths - the 
majority of whom were boys 
- admitted to “causing dis- 
turbances” or “bothering or 
scaring people”. 

The consumption of alco- 
hol was also analysed by the 
report, which concluded that 
six in every ten of the teens 
involved in the survey admit- 
ted to drinking alcohol. 
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(RASI) further indicates that just 
9 . 2 percent of the Portuguese who 
participated in the survey actually 
reported this type of crime. 

Regarding serious and violent 
crime, 46.8 percent of the people 
involved in the survey claimed to 


have been the victims of extortion, 
but only 19 percent reported it 
to the police. 

The majority of participants 
had, in the six months prior to the 
investigation, had their wallet or 
mobile stolen, or their conuner- 


cial establishment robbed. 

The study ‘Victimisation in 
Portugal’ was carried out in 308 
Portuguese municipalities and in- 
volved the interviewing of 8,729 
people, between N ovember 2008 
and June 2009.

Briton arrested in the Algarve on Australian 
child sexabuse warrant 

A 7 1 -year-old British man wanted by Australia and New Zea- 
land on charges of child sex abuse has been arrested in Portugal’ s 
southern Algarve region, police said late last week. They said the 
man was detained on an international arrest warrant issued by 
Australia and that authorities awaited documentation from Can- 
berra to begin extradition proceedings . 

PM unveils 'economic diplomacy' initiatives 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates has said he will lead Portuguese 
business missions to France, Brazil, Morocco and Angola by the 
end of July. The Socialist Government’ s continuing offensive on 
the “economic diplomacy” front, Socrates told parliament, would 
also include missions led by Foreign Minister Luis Amado and 
Economy Minister Jose Vieira da Silva to Russia, China, South 
Korea and the United Arab Emirates. “These initiatives will be 
prepared previously with companies in order to assure the broad- 
ening of business opportunities”, the Prime Minister said. 

Bank's owner to "fight" insolvency 

Privado Holding (PH), owner of Portuguese investment bank 
BPP, says it will “fight” any process to place the financial institu- 
tion into insolvency. A PH source told the Lusa News Agency all 
means and arguments possible would be used to save BPP, which 
reported €800 million losses late 2008 to start a long campaign by 
its 3,000 customers to get back around €2 billion in assets. The 
B ank of Portugal has notified BPP that its licence could be revoked, 
normally the first step to putting a bank into insolvency. 

Cavaco Silva preps Praguetrip 

Portuguese President Cavaco Silva will pay a state visit to the 
Czech Republic on April 14-16, Belem Palace said. During the 
visit, Cavaco Silva and his Czech counterpart, V aclav Klaus, will 
participate in a bilateral business seminar. 

Portugal to tighten ties with S. Korea 

Portugal and S outh Korea will strengthen their political, cultural 
and economic relations, particularly in the area of renewable en- 
ergy, says Eoreign Minister Luis Amado. Minister Amado, mak- 
ing the first visit by a Portuguese foreign minister since the two states 
established diplomatic relations in 1 96 1 , told Lusa after talks with 
senior Seoul officials Monday that South Korea wants closer ties 
with Portugal in wide-ranging areas. Portugal’ s exports to South 
Korea have almost doubled in the last decade but fell by around 1 8 
percent last year due to the global financial crisis to a value of €38 
million. “We want to intensify our economic relations and one area 
with major potential, in which we have invested alot in recent years, 
is renewables, said Lisbon’ s top diplomat. Amado was in Seoul on 
the fist leg of a five-state tour of East Asia that includes China and 
Mongolia. He returns to Lisbon next weekend.

Health Board to conduct Swine Flu 
phone survey 


Throughoutthis month Portugal's National Health Board (DGS) will be 
carrying out a nation-wide phonesurvey of around 5,000 homes in order 
to obtain a more detailed and 'real' estimate of how many people were 
affected bythe AH1N1 'Swine' flu. 


DGS emergency services coor- 
dinator Mario Carreira said “We 
only know about the tip of the 
iceberg, because we could only 
measure using figures relating to 
those who used public health 
services”. 

Therefore, a phone enquiry 
will be carried out to asses what 
portion of the population was 
affected besides those who went 
to their local health centres or 
hospitals. 

“There were people who ei- 
ther didn’t use health centres or 
used private services. It is this 
estimate we want to achieve”, 
Mr. Carreira explained. 

The 5,000 enquiries will be 
carried out as a “representative 
sample” of the population on 
mainland Portugal and will be 
done over a 15 -day period, start- 
ing April 12*, to both landline 
and mobile phone numbers. Af- 
ter this, a study will be put to- 
gether and the findings made pub- 
lic sometime before mid-May.

Contraband tobacco under GNR’s scope 

The GNR seized around 14million contraband cigarettes in Portugal in 2009, 27 times more than in 2008, according to 


data revealed bythe GNR. 

The GNR’s special unit 
seized a total of 13,869,520 ille- 
gal cigarettes throughout Portu- 
gal in 2009, the equivalent of 
693,000 packs, worth around 
€2.4million. 

The figures are alarmingly 
higher than those registered in 
2008, the year when 505,100 
cigarettes were seized, worth 
around €82,000. 

The number of cases of crimi- 
nal offences also rose substan- 


tially, from 12 in 2008 to 26 last 
year, as well as minor offences, 
from 60 to 275 . Being caught with 
less than €15,000 of contraband 
tobacco is considered a minor of- 
fence, with anything superior to 
this value being considered a seri- 
ous crime, stated Major Antonio 
Marques, from the GNR. 

This year alone, the GNRhave 
seized around one million ciga- 
rettes already, an average of 
1,100 per day. According to 


Antonio Marques, the rising 
level of seized contraband to- 
bacco is due to its change in sta- 
tus in Portugal: “Portugal used to 
be a transitory country, the to- 
bacco travelled via Portugal to 
other countries in the EU, but 
now it is also for national con- 
sumption” said the GNR major, 
adding that tobacco originating 
from China is the most commonly 
confiscated, although tobacco 
from Malaysia, Paraguay and 


Bulgaria is also coming into the 
country. 

Tobacco arriving in Portugal 
arrives both seaborne in contain- 
ers and by land, having been 
offloaded in other EU countries. 
All the seized tobacco is de- 
stroyed in order for it not to re- 
enter the market. Amongst the 
GNR’s biggest operations last 
year, the ‘Rastro’ operation 
stood out with 9.5 million ciga- 
rettes seized in 38 searches. 
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Portugal’s petrol fifth most expensive in EU 



During the last three months of 2009 
Portugal had the fifth most expensive 
petrol of all 27 EU state-members, 
thanks to the price of its unleaded 95, 
according to a report from the fuel 
market's Authority of Competition 
(AdC). 





More cash card spending 
this Easter 


Portuguese used their bank cards to withdraw and 
make card payments that amounted to 622 million 
euros over the Easter weekend, according to 
figures revealed this week. 

The ‘Multibanco’ net- number of transactions 
work in Portugal reported represented a monetary 
more than 12 million with- value of 528 million euros, 
drawals and card payments When compared with 2008, 
over the long weekend in the year-on-year cash 
relation to the same period value increase was 94 mil- 
last year, when the total lion euros. 
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The “significant” disparity 
amongst prices of public resale 
placed Portugal amongst the top-

garding unleaded 95 fuel. The 
most expensive country was 
Holland, where a litre of unleaded 
95 petrol cost€ 1 ,388, the cheap- 
est costing €0,899, in Romania. 

“On average, during the last 
trimester of 2009, the price of 


sale to the public of unleaded 95 
petrol was superior to the EU27 
average”, the report stated, refer- 
ring that the average price in Por- 
tugal was €1,280 whereas the 
average price throughout the 
EU27was of €1,206. 

The year of 2009 was charac- 
terized by a continuous rise in 
fuel prices during the first six 
months of the year and by stabil- 


ity in prices throughout the rest 
of the year. Comparing the last 
quarter of last year with trimes- 
ter before that, from July to Sep- 
tember 2009, the price of 
unleaded 95 fell by eight cents per 
litre. In comparison to the last 
trimester of 2008, the price had 
risen by 4.5 cents per litre. 

Regarding diesel, the report 
stated that prices from the last 


quarter of 2009 had fallen by 8. 8 
cents per litre, in comparison to 
the same period of 2008, but reg- 
istered an increase of 1 .3 cents per 
litre in comparison to the third tri- 
mester of 2009. 

In Portugal it was found that 
supermarkets offered the lowest 
prices of fuel retail, while other 
outlets tended to stick to prices 
closer to those of refineries. 


IRS 2009 - Odds & Ends 

n° 3 - Life's Special {and not so Spedaf) Situations 

In addition to routine reporting of income and expenses, certain 
events may affect all of us at some time or another. Let’ s take abrief 
look at Life’s Special (and not so special) Situations and the tax 
implications that may exist. 

a) BIRTH AND ADOPTION 

What impact does the birth or adoption of a child have on my 
tax situation? 

In the year of birth or adoption, you are permitted a tax credit 
equal to 40% of the National Minimum Wage. (€6,300 in 
2009). 

What should I so first? 

Parents should report the additional dependent to their 
employer so that adjustments can be made in withholdings from 
salary. 

A re there any other tax breaks ? 

Yes. Medical expenses related to the birth are entitled to a 30% tax 
credit. 

b) FIRST JOB 

/ am about to begin my first salaried job in Portugal. What do I 
need to do? 

Y on must provide your employer with the following information: 

a) marital status 

b) number of dependents 

c) your spouse’s earnings 

With this information, your withholdings will be done correctly 
and you shouldn’t have any nasty surprises at tax time. 
lam starting my own business. Is there anything I need to do to get 
started? 

Yes. Before you are permitted to start your independent business 
activity in Portugal, you must register your business. 

a) This is done through the completion of a form called “Inicio 

deActividade'^ai your local Finangas office via their 
computer You will also need to purchase an official 

Receipt Book (“RecibosYQvdiQs”). 

b) Periodic declarations of “IV A ”, or Value Added Tax, are 
also required. Ifyou gross less than€ 9 975.96 annually, 
you are exempted from IVA reporting. Otherwise, you 
must declare on a quarterly (or monthly) basis. 

c) Y on will also need to register at the local Social Security 
office. However, this is only required in the first month of 
the second year of your activity. 

c) UNEMPLOYMENT 

What are the tax consequences of losing my job ? 

Obviously, the first consequence is the loss of salary income and 
no further withholding at source. No income, no tax. 

If you receive unemployment compensation, this subsidy is not 


taxed. 

If you are still unemployed at the end of the fiscal year, you will 
need to report you earning up to when you lo st your j oh . However, 
you may still take full tax deductions and credits for the entire year. 

d) MARRIAGE 

I got married last year. What impact does this have on my tax 
situation? 

Soon following the ceremony, you and your spouse need to report 
the change to your respective employers, to bring withholding up- 
to-date with the new situation. 

Y our IRS tax return will now be j oint. However, on this single return, 
you will each report your earnings separately. Expenses are 
normally reported together. You will benefit from the “marital 
coefficient” which should reduce your rate of tax. 

I have been living with my boyfriend now for the last 4 years. Must 
we contin ue to file separate returns ? 

No. Couples co-habiting together for over two year may file ajoint 
return if registered at the same address. This applies to homosexual 
couples as well as heterosexuals. Y on will most likely benefit from 
the “marital coefficient” in reducing your rate of tax. 

e) SEPARATION AND DIVORCE 

What tax changes occur in the year of divorce or separation ? 

The divorce/separation should be reported to your respective 
employers to alter tax deductions at source. 

Remember, it is your status on 3 1 December that determines your 
situation for the tax year. Y on should each file separate returns for 
both income and expenses. Y on should each report your individual 
share of any joint income. 

f) DEATH 

Upon the death of a spouse, what are the tax implications? 

The death of a spouse must be reported in the tax return. The 
survivor submits a tax return, ticking the widow/widower box for 
marital status and reports the fiscal number of the deceased. Both 
incomes as well as deductions and credits need to be reported on the 
appropriate annexes. 

In some instances, the estate may generate income prior to final 
resolution that will need to be reported as well. If there are 
complications or delays in the settlement of the estate, it is highly 
advisable to seek professional advice. 

As of 1 January 2004, Gift and Inheritance Tax (“Sucessorio”) was 
abolished. Gratuitous transfers between immediate family members 
(spouses, children, grandchildren, parents and grandparents) are 
tax exempt. All others are assessed a flat 10% stamp duty on the 
transfer.

A specialised company has 
been given the task of removing 
chewing gum on Lisbon’s pave- 
ments over the next six months, 
giving priority to prime areas of 
Lisbon, in areas with several retail 
and restaurant establishments, 
and close to schools and public 
services. 

The company cleaning the 
streets with high-techn equip- 
ment, which uses a high tempera- 
ture and low pressure dry vapour 
system, providing first class 
standards of cleaning, reduced 
manual labour and chemical prod- 
ucts, eliminating chewing gum 


completely from the pavements. 
These innovative machines leave 
no trace of chewing gum on the 
pavements in an efficient and ef- 
fective manner, leaving only a 
small damp patch on the pave- 
ment. 

“Chewing gum has become one 
of the fastest growing environ- 
mental problems of the last dec- 
ade. Retail parks, schools, col- 
leges, shopping centres and pub- 
lic spaces that have cost millions 
to develop have been spoilt, cov- 
ered with trodden-inblobs of dis- 
carded gum” states the company 
Gum Clear on its internet page.

Motherhood 


I don’t know what Portugal 
does for unwed, indigent moth- 
ers, but I can tell you that my 
God daughter is lucky to be liv- 
ing inFrance. Susanna, 18, left 
this country in September, two 
months pregnant and poor. She 
took the advice of the SOS Vil- 
lage in Bicesse where she was 
raised from age 3 , to go live near 
herfather inFrance. Initially she 
was afraid: “What if he rejects 
me?” she said between her tears 
and fears. But after several 
phone calls, she got the “go” 
signal and left on a bus for Paris. 
Soon she foundhousing with 40 
other unwed and mothers-to - 
be in Versailles. She lives near 
her Portuguese father who left 
this country two years ago to 
work on the roads outside of 
Paris. Susanna spends the week- 
ends with him and his street- 
smart wife, whom she calls Tia 
and who was clever enough to 
get Susanna onto the French 
“system:” The French govern- 
ment gives Susanna over € 1 ,000 
a month, a place to live until the 
baby is three, and will provide 


nursery care for the baby while 
Susanna learns French and goes 
to work after her three month’s 
post-partum reprieve. I flew to 
Paris last week to see her and the 
baby and also to convince her to 
stay there. 

The day after I arrived in Paris, 
I took a train from Montparnasse 
Station in Paris and headed for a 
small village 30 minutes outside 
of the capital. I reached the sta- 
tion and looked around in disbe- 
lief as I stepped onto the plat- 
form. Gone was the glamour, the 
glitz, the posh of Paris. Instead I 
saw arural village, amixedracial 
neighbourhood with one Portu- 
guese store that catered to the 
Cabo Verdian and Portuguese 
residents who live there. I stood 
in front of the station for one for- 
lorn moment wondering what 
would happen next. Then, from 
around the comer, I saw Susanna 
and her cousin mnning towards 
me. Susanna openedher arms and 
we hugged like family who had 
been separated (but not forgot- 
ten) for a long time.

Iconic tree topples in Sintra 

A 140 year old eucalyptus tree, planted by D. Fernando II and Countess d'EdIa on their 
wedding day at Parque da Pena, in Sintra, hascollapsed due to the recent bad weather. 


The massive eucalyptus tree 
was planted in the vicinity of the 
Countess’ Chalet, on July 10* 
1869, in order to celebrate the 
wedding of D. Fernando II and 
EliseHensler. 

With the constant heavy rain 
these past months, the soil in 
which the tree was planted be- 
came sodden and could not sup- 
port the immense weight of the 
tree, which collapsed on Febm- 
ary 26*. 

“It was a great loss because it 
was a very iconic eucalyptus” 
said Nuno Oliveira, who works 
for Monte da Lua Parques de 


Sintra, adding that the tree col- 
lapsed because of the heavy rain 
and also due to its proximity to a 
stream. “Nobody could have 
predicted the eucalyptus would 
fall. It was an established tree but 
when it rains abundantly the soil 
becomes saturated, and as the 
trees in Serra de Sintra develop 
very superficial roots, due to the 
presence of a lot of water, this 
contributed to the collapse” said 
the employee. 

D. Fernando II was married to 
D. Maria II when he purchased 
an old convent at the top of Serra 
de Sintra, which was later trans-

ArCascais, the managing company for 
Tires Aerodrome, in Cascais, reduced its 
deficit by over one mil lion euros during 
the past four years, and is currently at 
€300,000, according to the chairman of 
thecompany. 


“In the last four years we 
have made a strong recovery, 
and have been able to diminish 
the company’s deficit to only 
€300,000” said Paulo Andrade, 
Chairman of ArCascais. 

In 2006, ArCascais reported 
a deficit of€ 1 . Smillion, and, ac- 
cording to Paulo Andrade, the 
secret of the successful reduc- 
tion of €1 .2million was due to 
initiatives taken by the munici- 
pal company’s administration 
“We managed to double the 
profits and that was done by 
controlling the costs in areas we 
gave no importance to before- 


hand, such as making our equip- 
ment and space profitable, like 
the hangars” he said, adding 
that giving the workers an en- 
trepreneurial perspective of 
the company also increased 
traffic by 50% to the aero- 
drome.

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Lagoa aims to host Portugal’s biggest ever gay festival 


On May 14th and 15th Lagoa's FATACILfairand exhibition grounds will 
host Allove 2010, the biggest Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and Transsexual 
(LGBT) festival ever held in Portugal and the first of its kind in the Algarve. 


Organisers estimate between 
8,000 and 10,000 people will at- 
tend each day and promise it will 
be the biggest festival of its kind 
to ever take place in this country. 
They pledge not only it will bring 
business to the Algarve, but will 
temporarily boost local tourism 
too. 

“The idea came about as we 
know that LGBT festivals can be 
of enormous importance and we 


are trying to attract that vital tour- 
ism sector to Portugal”, said or- 
ganizer Hugo Pereira. 

“Suffice to see what happens 
in Spain, Italy, France and 
Greece, where increasing impor- 
tance is given to this type of 
event”. 

Over the two days in May the 
venue, which also hosts the an- 
nual arts and crafts FATACIL 
exhibition, will feature a ‘red 


light’ area, sex shops, piercing 
and tattoo stalls, shell and palm 
readers, and a gourmet area, 
amongst other interesting con- 
cepts. 

The Allove Festival 
(www.allovefestival.com) will 
also feature a ‘gaydrome’ , a tra- 
ditional fair area with rides in- 
cluding a ghost train and a crazy 
bull, as well as an arts pavilion. 

Hugo Pereira stressed that 


heterosexuals are welcome to 
visit the event. 

“We see this not only as abusi- 
ness, but also as a celebration of 
sexual diversity. We don’t want 
to offend in anyway, it is not a 
private affair and is totally open 
to the heterosexual community”, 
he said. 

Regarding controversy, the 
organiser suggested that the most 
radical event that could take place 
during the festival is a “luxury gay 
wedding”, which will, until the 
law permits otherwise, remain 
symbolic. 

“We have luxury weddings [in 


the pipeline], with a limousine, 
wedding cake, and a wedding 
night in a five- star hotel”. 

However, the event’ s official 
Public Relations, David Canelas, 
told The Portugal News that 
despite the local Town Hall be- 
ing receptive and supportive of 
the festival, others greeted it with 
resistance. In one case, a com- 
pany blatantly refused to col- 
laborate with the organisation. 

“It has been extremely diffi- 
cult, some people just aren’ t pre- 
pared for it”, he said, indicating 
that homosexuality may still be 
a topic that in Portugal remains 


somewhat taboo. 

The event is being sponsored 
by Lagoa T own Hall, the Algarve 
Tourism Association, the Abra 90 
Association, and the Movement 
for Support for the Problem of 
AIDS (MAPS). Meanwhile, 
some of the most famous bars 
from Lisbon have confirmed their 
presence at the Festival, as well 
as well-known national enter- 
tainers, though the official line- 
up has yet to be confirmed. 

Popular music channel MTV 
may also be covering the event, 
which is attracting significant na- 
tional media attention.

Louie renovates city centre 


Louie Council has begun 
renovating the city centre in 
order to revive its retail trade 
andretumthe Republica Square 
to its inhabitants by eliminat- 
ing the road crossing it. 

The work in Louie will con- 
sist of the renovation of 
Bernardo Lopes Square, one of 
the city’s focal points where 
the municipal market, several 
services, courtyards and its 
university are located. 

These renovations coincide 
with the Centenary of the Re- 
public, with Louie Council also 
organizing some exhibitions to 
honour the celebrations, such as 
the life of the President of the 
Republic, who was born in 
Louie, and another speaking of 
Admiral Mendes Cabegada, 
who was also born in the coun- 
cil and became Chief of State. 

To revive local commerce 
and give the heart of the city a 


new image, renovations are tak- 
ing place in the historic centre 
in order to make it more func- 
tional and more enjoyable for 
leisure activities. “We want to 
give back the Republica Square 
its function as a square” said 
Semca Emidio, Louie Mayor, 
adding that the improvements 
will consist of widening the 
pavements and laying calgada 
stones throughout the square. 

As it is the city’ s busiest area, 
the council has not been able to 
close the square to traffic, but 
Semca Enudio plans to do so in 
the future: “As there were no 
other alternatives it wasn’t ac- 
ceptable to prohibit traffic, but 
that may happen in the future, 
when the new access road is 
ready.” 

The renovations, which 
commenced last week, are esti- 
mated to cost €7 30,000 and last 
for seven months. 


In a recent meeting held at 
Alicoop’ s headquarters, in 
Silves, its employees decided not 
to abandon their jobs and demon- 
strated their trust in the adminis- 
tration of the company once 
again. After accumulating debts 
of €80million, the Algarve super- 
market chain is currently in insol- 
vency and has so far suspended 
the contracts of 380 employees, 
leaving only 56 in charge of the 
remaining 16 shops still function- 
ing.

Badweatherkeeps

“There was a lot of rain 
and that affected busi- 
ness” said Christopher 
Stilwell, Chairman of the 
Algarve Golf Association, 
explaining that Algarve 
golf registered a 12.3% 
drop from November to 
February. 

Eliderico Viegas, chair- 
man of AHETA, shared the 
same opinion regarding 
the bad weather, but said 
the plunge is also more no- 
ticeable due to the contrac- 
tion of the British market, 
the Algarve’s biggest 


ism. 

With the weather having 
improved since February, 
figures have been return- 
ing to normal. 
Christopher Stilwell re- 
vealed that in February 
there was a less signifi- 
cant drop (7.21%) and in 
March he believes figures 
remained the same or in- 
creased relative to last 
year. 

Golf is one of the Al- 
garve’s most important 
tourism assets, attracting 
between 250,000-300,000 
tourists per year, which al- 
together generate around 
€350 million in receipts, as 
well as providing the re- 
gion with all year round 
tourism. 


With ruthless weather pun- 
ishing the Algarve’s coastline 
this winter “there were double 
and even treble the number of 
cliff collapses than in a normal 
year” said Sebastiao Teixeira, 
part of ARHA’s administra- 
tion . Altogether there have been 
25 collapses registered, but the 
study of the beaches has not yet 
been completed and it is likely 
the figures will increase. 

DelmindaMoura, a geologist 
from the Algarve University, 
said the dangers are serious: 
“This is a very serious problem 
because the cliffs have been 
eroded by the sea from the base 
and unsupported cliff faces 
have been created, which could 
collapse”, adding “There are a 
lot of areas in danger before the 
bathing season. Something 


needs to be done.” So far, the 
ARHA is planning to intervene 
at six locations, which are con- 
sidered to be at highest risk of 
collapse, and have already car- 
ried out work in fourteen differ- 
ent areas, causing controlled 
cliff collapses and reinforcing 
some cliff faces. 

“The cliffs that were consid- 
ered to be at risk ended up col- 
lapsing during the winter, but 
several new cases have 
emerged” explained Sebastiao 
Teixeira. 

After the cliff collapse that 
caused five deaths on the Maria 
Luisa beach, in Albufeira, last 
summer, authorities are keep- 
ing a close eye on the coastline. 
The beaches in Albufeira and 
Louie councils are receiving 
special attention, as it is in this

Madeira update 

SIR, When my husband and I 
recently said that we were off for 
a visit to Funchal, people won- 
dered why we hadn’t heard that 
Madeira had been ‘washed 
away’. 

We’d booked the trip last 
year, and February’s tragic 
storm was of course all too clear 
in ourminds when we saw scenes 
of devastation on TV. However 
the Portuguese press soon re- 
ported a massive clean-up op- 
eration, and the island was offi- 
cially pronounced ‘in business 
again’. Since the island’s busi- 
ness is mainly tourism we had no 
second thoughts about going. 

What we found was stagger- 
ing. Firstly because of the sheer 
force of nature which caused 
such a volume of rock and earth 
to be washed from the moun- 
tains down to the city centre. 
Secondly what struck us was the 
extent and intensity of the clean- 
up operation. 

Work has gone on round the 
clock to repair the damage, and 
you can now walk everywhere 
through the city centre. Things 
such as the market and public 
transport are operating as usual, 
and businesses are all getting 
back into action, so that in many 
places you wouldn’t know that 
anything had happened. 

But it was in restaurants that 
we were really able to hear of 
first-hand experiences. Staff had 
worked solidly to clean and re- 
decorate in order to re-open as 
soon as possible, but even so 
there was talk of redundancies

Mosques and 
Cathedrals 


There was an unpleasant incident in Cordoba cathedral last week. It 
was the world's second-biggest mosque until the Spanish reconquest 
of the city in the thirteenth century, and a group of 1 20 Muslim tourists 
from Austria was visiting it. Suddenly, half a dozen of them beganto 
pray - and the security guards intervened and told them to stop. They 
refused, so the police werecalled. 


Two young men from the 
group still would not stop, there 
was a scuffle between them and 
the police, and they were ar- 
rested. One security guard and 
one policeman, we are told, were 
“slightly injured”, but one sus- 
pects that they did not need time 
off work to recover, (“...and then 
the accused struck me right in the 
fist with his face, Y our Honour, 
causing this cut on my ring fin- 
ger.”) 

The bishop’s office offers a 
more lurid account of the incident, 
in which the tourists “provoked 
in a pre-planned fashion what 
was a deplorable episode of vio- 
lence.” The spokeswoman for 
the National Police, Rosa Ortiz, 
who may have seen a bit more real 
violence than the bishop, said it 
was just a “shoving match” be- 
tween the police and the two 
men, who were aged (surprise!) 
19 and 23. 

And that’ s all that happened. 
But you just know, given the deli- 
cate state of relations between 
Muslims and Christians in this 
time, that the blogs and websites 
that obsess about such things are 
going to make a big deal out of it. 
Especially since the Roman 
Catholic bishop of Cordoba, 
Demetrio Fernandez, recently 
reaffirmed the ban on Muslims 
praying in the building. 

What he actually said was: 
“The shared use of the cathedral 
by Catholics and Muslims would 
not contribute to the peaceful co- 
existence of the faiths.” It sounds 
very stuffy and old-fashioned, 
but I think he’ s right. Because I 
keep thinking about what would 
happen if a bunch of Christian 
tourists went into the Ayasofya 
mosque in Istanbul and tried to 
perform some sort of Christian 
ceremony. 

Ayasofya was known as Hagia 
Sofia Cathedral (and the city was 
known as Constantinople) until 
the Ottoman conquest in 1453. 
For a thousand years it was the 
largest cathedral in the world, but 
Mehmet II, the Ottoman em- 
peror who finally breached the 
city’ s walls, had it converted to a 


mosque. The bells, altar and 
iconostasis were removed and re- 
placed by a mihrab and minbar, 
the Christian mosaics were plas- 
tered over, and four minarets 
were added at the exterior comers . 

That’ s how things were done 
in those days. The borders be- 
tween Christendom and Islam 
moved back and forth a lot dur- 
ing the thousand-year struggle 
between the new faith and the 
slightly older one, and when ei- 
ther side gained new territory or 
recovered lost lands, it immedi- 
ately put its stamp on them. 

Since Islam’ s first wave of ex- 
pansion almost exclusively in- 
volved the conquest of formerly 
Christian countries, many of the 
great mosques of the Arab world 
outside Arabia are built on the re- 
mains of Christian churches - ex- 
cept al-Aqsa in Jerusalem, of 
course, which is built on what re- 
mains of the Jewish Second Tem- 
ple. (And under that are a few 
traces of Solomon’ s Temple, and 
under them, in all likelihood, are 
the foundations of some even 
older pagan temple.) 

The great mosque that is now 
Cordoba cathedral was built on 
the ruins of an 8th-century 
Christian church, and you’d 
probably find some stones from 
an earlier Roman temple under 
that: people build their places of 
worship in the same places, over 
and over again. But once they 
have changed hands, the only 
sensible thing to do is to accept 
it. There are too many fanatics 
around : we are not yet at the point 
where sharing makes sense. 

It would be nice if history were 
over: if we were all grown-ups 
now, and we could share this 
church or that mosque without 
conflict. But I know Christians 
who think that Islam is “the 
Devil’ s religion,” and that it is 
trying to take over the world. 
And I know many Muslims who 
cannot see that the Crusades and 
the Reconquista were Christian 
counter-offensives to recover 
lost lands, not unprovoked at- 
tacks on Islam. 

So everybody is a victim in their 
own minds, and the historical re- 
sentments are only a millimetre 
below the skin in many people, 
and it would be areally bad idea to 
provide a place where those re- 
sentments could fester and grow. 
If you allow Islamic religious serv- 
ices in Cordoba cathedral, for ex- 
ample, or Christian services in the 
Ayasofya mosque, you know ex- 
actly the sort of extremists and 
obsessives that it would attract. 

Except that Ayasofya isn’t a 
mosque any more. In 1935 the 
government of the Turkish repub- 
lic turned it into a museum where 
NOBODY is allowed to perform 
religious ceremonies, and you 
could certainly count on a “shov- 


ing match” with the security 
guards, if not something more, if 
you tried. It was a cathedral for a 
thousand years, it was a mosque 
for five hundred, and now it’ s a 
museum. Full stop. 

That, perhaps, is the best so- 
lution for Cordoba cathedral and 
a few other high profile church- 
and-mosques as well. Make them 
museums for everybody, not ac- 
tive places of worship for any- 
body, and the heat goes out of the 
situation: no more winners and 
losers. But the Spaniards are 
probably not ready for that yet. 
They were an occupied country 
for seven hundred years.

Howto makeyour Ink 
Cartridges last longer 

Printers are dirt cheap these 
days. High quality inkjet models 
are readily available for around 
€50. How can the manufacturers 
afford to sell them so inexpen- 
sively? The answer is simple: 
they make it up by charging in- 
flatedprices for the ink cartridges. 

Today’s printing tasks really 
soak up the ink too ! With every- 
one printing high resolution pho- 
tos and graphics from the web, 
it’s a wonder they don’t just give 
you the printer for free so they 
can sell you tho se high-priced ink 
cartridges. Some ink cartridges 
cost almost as much as the printer 
(literally)! 

Tips for making your ink 
cartridges last longer: 

• Print documents that are in 
black and white with a black ink 
cartridge. Ifyou print black with 
a color ink cartridge, various 
colors are mixed to create the 
black ink. This depletes your 
color ink cartridge a lot faster than 
it would deplete a black ink car- 
tridge. 

• Printing rough drafts in draft 
mode (the lowest resolution set- 
ting) will use up your precious ink 
cartridge much slower than a 
higher quality setting. When 


wiping out the charge on your 
laptop battery. 

• Go easy on the PC demands - 
Passive activities like email and 
word processing consume much 
less power than gaming or play- 
ing aDVD. Ifyou’ve got a single 
battery charge -pick your priori- 
ties wisely. 

Laptop batteries are expen- 
sive, often costing well over 
€100! The longer you can make 
your laptop batteries last, the 
more money you’ll save. It 
doesn’t take many replacement 
notebook batteries to add up to 
what you paid for the entire com- 
puter! 

Factors that can lead to the 
premature failure of laptop 
batteries: 

• The more often a notebook 
battery is charged and discharged, 
the quicker it will fail. 

• Ifyou always recharge your 
battery after each use even if you 
only use the computer for a few 
minutes, it will need to be re- 
placed sooner. 

• Every time you allow your 
laptop battery to discharge 
1 00%, it will recharge to a slightly 
lower level the next time. Ifyou 
do this often, your batteries 
won’t last very long at all. 

• The heat produced by pro- 
longed use and leaving it on the 
charger for extended periods can 
degrade a notebook battery very 
quickly. 

Tips for making your note- 
book batteries last longer: 

• Don’t recharge your note- 
book battery until it is about 80% 
discharged. Since you’llbe sub- 
jecting it to fewer charge/dis- 
charge cycles it will last longer. 

• Use the battery as little as 
possible. Remove it andplug the 
PC into an AC power source 
whenever you can. 

• If you plan to store a note- 
book battery for an extended pe- 
riod, don’t recharge it first. 

• Never allow your notebook 
batteries to discharge com- 
pletely. 


you’re ready to print the final 
version you can switch back to 
high quality mode. 

• If you need a copy of a docu- 
ment for archival purposes only 
(for instance a receipt where you 
paid a bill online), use the lowest 
resolution possible (but be sure 
you can read it). 

• Don’t print the entire docu- 
ment if you only really need to 
print a portion of it. If you print 
1/2 of a document every time, 
your ink car- 
tridges will last 
twice as long. 

And if you can 
skip printing the 
images your ink 
cartridges will 
last even longer! 

Simply select 
the desired part 
of the docu- 
ment, right click, 
then click 

“print”. 

• Use the 

Print Preview 
option. Ever 

printed some- 
thing from the 
web only to find 
that it didn’t fit 
the page? What 
a waste of ink. 


paper and time ! F ortunately, this 
is one problem that can be 
avoided: just hit “print preview” 
before you send anything to print, 
and you’ll be able to catch and 
correct any issues before they 
make it onto paper. 

• Remove a color cartridge that 
isn’t printing all the colors and 
wipe the bottom of it where the 
ink comes out firmly with a damp 
paper towel or lint-free cloth to 
unclog the nozzle instead of re- 


placing it with a new cartridge. 
This will help the colors of ink 
flow more freely from the car- 
tridge. 

• Continue to print even when 
yourprinter light comes on or you 
get a warning saying that your ink 
is low instead of changing the car- 
tridge immediately. Y ou may still 
get many extra pages out of a car- 
tridge by doing this. Keep print- 
ing until the ink is almost com- 
pletely gone. 


cartridges you have saved almost 
enough money to replace that 
€50 printer with a brand new one. 

• When you find yourself shop- 
ping for a new printer, take into 
consideration the cost of the ink 
cartridges. One printer might re- 
quire ink cartridges that cost €3 5 
or the one sitting right next to it 
might use ink cartridges that cost 
€ 20 ! 

Conclusion Ink cartridges are 
very expensive. By using the sim- 
ple suggestions mentioned 
above, you can make your ink 
cartridges last a lot longer with- 
out burning holes in your wallet. 

Howto extend your 
Laptop Battery life 

Laptops tend to lose their 
charm quickly when you’re con- 
stantly looking for the nearest 
power outlet to charge up. How 
do you keep your battery going 
for as long as possible? Here are 
several ways to do so. 

• Hibernate not standby - Al- 
though placing a laptop in 
standby mode saves some power 
and you can instantly resume 
where you left off, it doesn’t save 
anywhere as much power as the 
hibernate function does. Hiber- 
nating a PC will actually save 
your PC ’ s state as it is, and com- 
pletely shut itself down. 

• Run off a hard drive rather 
than CD/DVD - As power con- 
suming as hard drives are, CD and 
DVD drives are worse. Evenhav- 
ing one in the drive can be power 
consuming. They spin, taking 
power, even when they are not 
actively being used. 

• Dim your screen - Most 
laptops come with the ability to 
dim your laptop screen. Some 
even come with ways to modify 
CPU and cooling performance. 
Cut them down to the lowest 
level you can tolerate to squeeze 
out some extra battery life. 

• Defrag regularly - The faster 
your hard drive does its work the 
less demand you are going to put 
on the hard drive and your bat- 
tery. Make your hard drive as 
efficient as possible by 
defragging it regularly. 

• Cut down on programs run- 
ning in the background. DVD 
Burning software. Desktop 
Search, Itunes etc. All these add 
to the CPU load and cut down 
battery life. Shut down every- 
thing that isn’t crucial when 
you’re on battery. 

• Cut down external devices - 
USB devices (including your 
mouse) & WiFi drain down your 
laptop battery. Remove or shut 
them down when not in use. It 
goes without saying that charg- 
ing other devices (like your iPod) 
with your laptop when on bat- 
tery is a surefire way of quickly 


Other suggestions for sav- 
ing on ink eartridges: 

• If you have a cheap printer 
(in the €50-€75 range), give re- 
filled ink cartridges a try. The 
printer manufacturers are quick 
to tell you that refilled ink car- 
tridges can damage yourprinter. 
That’s true. But it rarely hap- 
pens. Think of it this way: If 
your ink cartridges cost€30 new 
and € 1 5 refilled, after you have 
purchased just three refilled ink

The E-Class badge allows the 
uninitiated, or those simply 
daunted by a list of prefixes that 
would give a computer program- 
mer nightmares, more of an in- 
sightinto what’s on offer in terms 
of size and the place in the range. 

Ironically, as identification 
has become simpler, the car itself 
has become more complicated. 
Always a leader in technology 
and innovations, Mercedes has 
not been resting on its laurels 
with the new E-Class Cabriolet. 

The big development comes in 
the shape of the new AirCap 
system. A simple idea neatly ex- 


ecuted, the AirCap extends from 
the top of the window frame and 
acts as a frontal defector sending 
the airflow arcing over the top of 
the car and improving interior re- 
finement with the roof down. 

It works well, although the ef- 
fects are more noticeable for rear 
seat passengers. There’s amuch 
reduced degree of buffeting at 
speed, extending the options for 
top-down driving as the reduced 
air movement within the cabin al- 
lows a steady temperature to be 
maintainedusingthe climate con- 
trol and, for front seatpassengers, 
the neck warming AirScarf sys- 
tem. The trade off is a steady 
whoosh as air diverts around the 
device. 

Using the same two-door, 
four-seat layout as the E-Class 
Coupe, the new Cabriolet fea- 
tures a canvas roof. It’s a very 
discreet piece of canvas however, 
with the vehicle’ s rising belt line 
only requiring a small piece of fab- 
ric to cover the occupants. The 
Cabriolet manages to retain the 
same enormous glass house as the 
Coupe, an impressive feat that 
aids visibility and gives the cabin 
an airy feel. 

Stowing inlessthan20 seconds, 
the roof takes a chunk out of the

reasonably accommodating boot 
space but leaves a delicious pro- 
file inks absence. On the way back 
up itpours into to place in an eerily 
hushed manner, with the excep- 
tion of a reassuring clunk as it 
hooks into the windscreen frame. 
Mercedes claims the canvas roof 
offers the same rollover resistance 
as the fixed-head coupe, an impres- 
sive feat. 

A range of three diesel and four 
petrol engines is available on the 
new model, all boasting the 
BlueEfficiency badge with the 
exception of the range topping 
E500V8. 

The 3 . 5 -litre 2 8 8bhp unit in the 
E3 50 CGI seems particularly well 
suited to the E-Class Cabriolet. 
Naturally more refined than the 
impressive diesel units, its per- 
formance doesn’t fall far short of 
the range topping model, all be it 
without the distinctive V8 rum- 
ble. 

Mercedes’ seven-speed auto- 
matic transmission is a key com- 
ponent in the model ’ s driveability 
too. It offers a range of ratios that 
means the E350 CGI is never 
caught wanting. Slick changes 
come quickly when low speed 
cruising, upping the pace and se- 


lecting the sport option allows the 
gears to be held for longer, wring- 
ing out the power from the top of 
the rev range .It’s reactive enough 
to negate the need to use the pad- 
dle shifters and the model’s re- 
sponsive chassis can be enjoyed 
using the fully auto setting. 

The light canvas roof and 
chunky, high- shouldered body 
means the E-Class Cabriolet feels 
solid, roofup or down, with scut- 
tle shake virtually eradicated and 
an ability to ride bumps that’s 
within touching distance ofthe E- 
Class saloon. 

And thanks to a spacious cabin, 
the impressive level of interior 
refinement and high quality ma- 
terials can be enj oyed by four oc- 
cupants. A genuine four-seater, 
the rear can comfortably accept 
two adults with large doors and 
automatic sliding seats making it 
easy to access. 

With its high end specification 
and clever innovations the E- 
Class Cabriolet is not a simple car, 
but adhering to a list of simple 
qualities such as refinement, 
good looks and spaciousness 
makes the E350 CGI Cabriolet 
simply excellent.

A force five wind 
sharply heeled our 
yacht almost 30 
degrees as we 
raced across the 
huge, choppy expanse of the 
SkopeaLimani cruising grounds 
off the coast of Turkey. 

As I strained every muscle to 
maintain balance, and turn the 
starboard helm wheel to keep our 
37-foot Oceanis 40 on the opti- 
mum track, I got a nonchalant 
thumbs up from skipper 
Mehmet Dokuzoglu perched 
high on the port side. 

That really meant something, 
because the 32-year-old, from the 
Turkish marina town of 
Marmaris on the Mediterranean 
Turquoise Coast coast, knows 
the area’ s winds, waters and an-

chorages like the back of his hand. 

The last sailing I did was on 
tiny dinghy as part of a crew in 
UK estuary waters, many years 
ago, so to control the graceful 
£100,000 Oceanis 40 in testing 
conditions was an exhilarating 
moment. 

I found the confidence to helm 
the Zynobia three days into our 
week-long learn-to-sail holiday, 
partly because Mehmet assured 
me the yacht would not capsize, 
even with its mast in the deep 
waters of SkopeaLimani - a six- 
mile stretch of water sheltered by 
towering hills from high winds . 

Gradually the skipper passed 
on his knowledge of sailing, by 
setting me tasks to build my grasp 
of boat control and making the 
best of the winds. 

However, there was no steep 
learning curve. This was also a 
holiday in truly idyllic surround- 
ings true to the brochure - blaz- 
ing sunshine, warm winds, deep 
blue waters and a beautiful coast. 

We sunbathed, swam and 
lunched in coves and anchorages 
along the coast, where pine and 
olive tree-dotted hills plunged 
steeply into incredibly clear wa- 
ters - welcoming, even in mid- 
October. 

If you wished, you could sim- 
ply lie back and admire the view 
while Mehmet happily sailed on, 
but as a complete novice, I 
wanted to learn how to actually 
sail this three-cabin craft - one of 
a flotilla of eight. 

So, Mehmet carefully ex- 
plained the sheets, lines, winches 
and fittings, got me hauling up the 
mainsail and helping to tack the 
Zynobia to get the best of the 
winds. 

Generally, the winds were 
light, and there were few other 
craft around. If the wind died, 
Zynobia motored along, and I 
could spot sealife - dolphins, a 
huge turtle a few feet away from 
the hull, and flying fish flashing 
across the surface of the water. 

As Mehmet explained: “If you 
do not know much about sailing, 
you learn as you go along. With 


over 1 00 metres of water and light 
winds, it is a good area to learn.” 

The flotilla format means that 
at the end of the day, all crews 
gather for a traditional Turkish 
meal to discuss the day’ s sailing, 
at the spot on a spectacular coast 
where they stopped for lunch and 
a swim. 

Crucial to the progress of the 
flotilla was the lead boat skip- 
pered by Ipek Ozen, with engi- 
neer Silar Keskin and hostess 
Francesca Evans - to provide the 
daily briefing about the mooring 
destination, wind, tide and social 
arrangements. 

The lead boat crew was also 
always on hand on land or at sea 
to give help, mooring advice or 
directions by radio or phone - 
reassuring in unfamiliar waters. 

Only the 2007 seven-built 
Zynobia had a skipper provided, 
while clients who skippered the 
others were recommended to 
have an International Certificate 
of Competence or Day Skipper 
qualification. 

Those with limited sailing ex- 
perience can skipper after taking 
a pre-flotilla or RYA training 
course. 

My flotilla voyage began from 
lively Marmaris, transformed by 
tourism, with each yacht going its 
own way to that day’s tie up 
spot. 

After motoring and sailing in 
light winds, Mehmet picked a 
tiny, wooded cove for lunch from 
our fridge, filled with provisions 
before we left Marmaris. 

The pure white Zynobia lazily 
swung on her anchor in deep wa- 
ter around 20 yards from the 
steep rocky shore, where pines 
and olives crowded the waterline. 
Perfect for a long swim in beauti- 
fully clear, deep waters while lo- 
cal fishlife played around me. 

We tied up for the night at the 
wooden jetty at Ekincik, where a 
punch party was thrown for the 
flotilla on the dockside before 
dinner in a woods-surrounded 
open-air restaurant. I also picked 
local fish from a selection brought 
to the table.

Locally caught fresh fish, in- 
cluding sea bass and red snapper, 
was a big feature of our menus, 
with various shishkebabs, and 
abundant meze - vegetable starter 
dishes shared by all - and deli- 
cious local bread. 

The next day - after another 
lazy lunch-in-a-cove stopover - 
we motored through a narrow gap 
between two steep hillsides into 
the vast SkopeaLimanis. 

We cruised in the sunshine to 
tie up at the far end, with seven 
other boats, at beautiful Wall 
Bay, set under towering, wooded 
cliffs. It had just a couple of 
wooden jetties and a simple, rus- 
tic, open-air, water’ s edge restau- 
rant. 


After a late night chat at our 
table over raki with one of the 
owners, Yuksel Yorulmaz, I was 
allowed to spend a magical night 
nearby in a tiny, windowless, 
thatched Turkish-carpeted cabin 
on stilts a few feet out into the 
water - a welcome change from 
my cramped berth in Zynobia’ s 
forepeak. 

Light winds meant Mehmet 
had time to give basic Turkish 
lessons as we motored the big 
marina in Fethiye - 1 can now or- 
der a white coffee without sugar 
- where we dined that night in a 
bustling square under a canopy 
of lantern-lit vines. 

In Fethiye’ s narrow streets, 
some places promise you will be

“reborn”, with a traditional 
hamam massage. 

At the end of next day’ s sail- 
ing, we squeezed into the pretty 
Kapi Creek restaurant, with can- 
dlelit tables laid under the stars, 
as chefs produced a traditional 
meal for the crews of around 20 
yachts on a simple wood fire 
range. The mood was so relaxed 
that some restaurant staff even 
found time to sit down for a raki 
and a talk. 

Our last day was a short hop 
into the sailing port of Gocek. 
Mehmet reckoned that I was ca- 
pable of motoring the Oceanis 40 
out into open water, sailing her 
and bringing her back to the ma- 
rina. As long as he was aboard, I 
really believed I could.

Glorious greenhouses 


If you live in the north of Portugal or in the Serra de Estrela region 
and want to sow seeds earlier, have better crops of tomatoes and 
cucumbers, and tender plants during the cooler months, it may be 
a good idea to buy a greenhouse. 


TV gardening gum Alan 
Titchmarsh loves pottering in his 
greenhouse, and advises green- 
fingered enthusiasts to think 
carefully about their needs before 
they buy. 

“Make it twice as big as you 
think you need, because however 
big a greenhouse you get you will 
fill it to overflowing. Buy the larg- 
est you can possibly afford and 
fit in,” he says. 

“My greenhouse is packed. I 
keep thinking F 11 have to have a 
purge in spring and throw a lot out 
so I can do something new but it’ s 
difficult to find the heart to throw 
things away which are growing 
well.” 

Don’t forget to allow for hid- 
den costs of a greenhouse, he ad- 
vises. Installing electricity and 
water will make a dent in your 
budget, along with laying a path 


leading to the greenhouse. Things 
such as staging, propagators, 
watering systems and automatic 
vent openers, plus blinds, heat- 
ers and insulation will also rack 
up the costs. 

Of course, not all of us need a 
greenhouse. If you only want a 
few bedding plants you may be 
better off with a heated propaga- 
tor on a windowsill indoors and a 
few cold frames. 

A heated greenhouse will give 
you a much bigger range of plants 
to grow, he explains. “Try to get 
your heating sorted, preferably 
make it electric heating which is 
thermostatically controlled so 
you can save money on it. Even 
being able to keep the frost out 
will tremendously widen the 
range of plants you can grow in 
there.” 

Fan heaters move the air 


around and will heat a larger area 
efficiently, while tubular heaters 
are suitable for smaller spaces. 
You can also buy heated propa- 
gators and soil- warming cables if 
you only want to heat the seeds 
you are sowing. 

Invest in a maximum/mini- 
mum thermometer and put it 
where it will be easily read, but 
out of direct sun, which will in- 
terfere with the reading. 

“An unheated greenhouse lim- 
its your season from March to 
October, although you can put 
hardy shrubs, flowering currants 
and camellias in there in pots if 
it’ s unheated, it will bring them 
on earlier,” says Alan. 

The greenhouse should be 
placed in full sun, because if it’ s 
shady the plants tend to become 
leggy. Place it in the most open 
site you can, keeping it around 


10m from any big trees, if you 
can. This is because of the shade 
they may cast and because the 
falhng leaves and twigs will block 
gutters and increase the fre- 
quency with which you have to 
clean the glass. 

“You can potter in the green- 
house all year round but there will 
come that time of winter from De- 
cember to February when it’s 
quieter, although my own green- 
house has been full of scented leaf 
pelargoniums right the way 
through. We’ ve got marguerites 
flowering in there and little white 
jasmine.” 

If you want to grow 
ornamentals in your greenhouse, 
work out what temperature you 
can keep the greenhouse at and 
grow plants that suit that envi- 
ronment, rather than trying to 
match the heat to the needs of a 
variety of plants. 

To keep an unheated green- 
house looking good, try to grow 
a succession of flowers, which 
will mean encouraging some 
plants to bloom a bit earlier than 
normal. Scented shrubs are great 
early flowerers. The hardy 
Daphne odora Aureomarginata, 
for example, produces pale pur- 
ple-pink fragrant flowers natu- 
rally early in the year and even 
earlier if it’s under cover. Other 
shrubs which look great in the 
greenhouse include mimosa ( Aca- 
ciadealbata) andBuddleiaasiatica. 

Investing in a greenhouse will 
allow you to experiment with 
seeds, grow more fruit and veg, 
take cuttings and widen the range 
of plants you grow. And it may 
look pretty as well.

Top tip ... 

Hand-pollinating fruit 

If you are growing fruit such as peaches and nectarines, which flower 
early in the year before you can risk opening the greenhouse to allow 
the bees in, you may have to hand-pollinate flowers to help them 
along. The traditional Victorian tool for this job was arabbit’ s tail but 
most gardeners now use a small, soft paintbrush to brush the sta- 
mens of each flower gently. As you move between flowers you will 
automatically transfer pollen and ensure pollination. The process 
should be carried out each day throughout the flowering season. 
Apricots and melons grown in greenhouses also benefit from hand 
pollinating. 


Plant of the week 

Heather (Erica) 

Early-flowering, low-growing evergreen heathers in shades of white 
and deep pink are a joy to behold at this time of year, creating a carpet 
of colour in rock gardens or even their own beds. Try E. carnea 
Springwood White, a vigorous, trailing variety which produces a 
profusion of white flowers above white green foliage. Other good 
varieties include Foxhollow which has purple flowers and bronze- 
yellow foliage, Myretoun Ruby, with its pink to red flowers and Ruby 
Glow, with its deep green leaves and pink flowers. These low-grow- 
ing types prefer full sun in acid soil. Trim them after flowering to 
keep them in check but don’t cut in to old wood or they may not 
recover.

Residency warning for UK expats 
with onshore bank accounts 


Ex-pat Britons who maintain exist- 
ing onshore accounts with UK banks, 
or who open new ones, are being 
warned that they could be building a 
case for HM Revenue & Customs to 
argue thatthey are still resident in Brit- 
ain. 

The advice of tax experts follows a 
number of high-profile court casesand 
changes to HMRC’s guidance on 
residency. 

Under HMRC’s latest guidance, 
such things as “what connections you 
keep in the UK, such as family, prop- 
erty, business and social connections” 
will be taken into account. 

In the past these things were under- 
stood to be borne in mind, but the new 
HMRC guidance “explicitly” spells 
them out. 

“By itself, the setting up of a bank ac- 
count in the UK is not likely to be fatal” 
to an expat who is declaring him or her- 
self non-resident. 

“But if that bank account is linked to a 
UK address, which is available forthat 
person’s use, then sustaining the ar- 
gument that you are non-resident 
might be quite difficult”. 

Onshore/offshore dilemma 

Few UK banks offer onshore ac- 
counts to offshore -"resident Britons, 
and some that do tend to ask appli- 
cants to supply a UK address. 

The difficulties involved in keeping 
and opening onshore bank accounts 
has prompted an outcry in recent 
months by some expats, who claim 
they have been forced to keep their 
savings in offshore institutions, where 
they may not enjoy the same level of 
depositors’ protection, because UK 
banks will not have them. 

Some of these expats were among 
thosewho lost their savings as a result 
of the collapse last October of 


Kaupthing Singer& Friedlander(lsleof 
Man) and the Guernsey branch of 
Landsbanki. 

‘Valid reason’ needed 

Some UK banks that offer onshore 
bankaccountstoex-patsinsiston proof 
of a valid “reason” for wanting to open 
such an account which does not in- 
clude wanting to be covered by the UK’s 
depositor protection scheme. 

Such reasons could include owner- 
ship of a property or business interests 
that would best be serviced by an on- 
shore bank account. 

However, some of the criteria re- 
quired by banks for a non-resident to 
open an onshore account may bring 
expats into conflict with HMRC. 

The Grace and Gains Cooper 
Cases 

Two recent court cases have been 
won which have successfully proved 
that HMRCcanchallengeand win ifthey 
suspect persons are maintaining con- 
nections with the UK. 

HMRC tenacity 

Itshould be realized thatonce the tax 
authorities begin to get interested in a 
residency argument, they rarely go 
away easily. 

“HMRC commence residence en- 
quirieswith a fairly bland letter. The sec- 
ond and third letters tend to appear 
clear in their intent, but the devil can be 
in the detail. 

Enquiries are recorded where tax- 
payers keeping a cat or a golf club 
membership in the UK making it suffi- 
cient for HMRC to continue their ‘UK 
resident’ arguments. 

So retaining a UK bank account, at- 
tached to a UK address, could be 
fraught with issues if you are subse- 
quently subjected to an HMRC resi- 
dency enquiry.

Are we prone to 
using the internet 
to diagnose health 
problems. 


Are you obsessed with 


“The average person develops 
a new symptom every six days, 
so having aniggleis notabnormal, 
it’s the interpretation of those 
symptoms that’ s the difference.” 

Can you trust the web? 

One of the main problems that 
cyberchondriac’ s face is that the 
web’ s not always reliable. 

A simple search for ‘headache’ 
on Google, will produce links to 
brain tumours. 

In reality, only one in 50,000 
of us suffer from brain tumours, 
but the internet could make you 
believe otherwise. 

A recent study by Microsoft 
demonstrated that 25% of the 
documents thrown up by a web 
search for ‘headache’ pointed to 
brain tumours as a possible 
cause. 

As many as 8 in 10 of us con- 
sult ‘Dr Google’ for health infor- 
mation, but worryingly 75% 
don’ t check the source or the date 
the information was created, a re- 
cent study showed. 

Self diagnosis 

There’s no doubt the internet 
has transformed the way we ap- 
proach our own health, you can 
book appointments online, check 
symptoms and it’ s even used by 
doctors themselves. 

The site www.patient.co.uk 
was set up by GPs wanting mem- 
bers of the public to get access to 
the same high quality informa- 
tion they were giving to patients 
in surgery. The site now gets over 
1 million visitors a week includ- 
ing those looking for advice about 
symptoms and conditions or dis- 
cussing issues such as drug side 
effects in forums. 

Dr Gordon Brooks, Patient 
UK’s site director, says: “Peo- 
ple have always been able to look 
up things in health books but 
they go out of date. Putting infor- 
mation online allows you keep 
things immediately up to date.” 

While authoritative health 
websites are not an alternative to 
going to see your doctor, they are 
being seen as one way to relieve 
the pressure on the NHS. 

A recent report by the doctor- 
led Self-Care Campaign showed 
common ailments account for 


nearly one fifth of GPs’ work- 
load. 

“But the danger is people will 
come across unreliable sites that 
simply increase anxiety levels 
ratherthan provide help,” says Dr 
Brooks. 

“They might find the wrong 
information because there’s no 
quality control over what’s on 
search engines on the net. They ’ re 
quick but it’s not easy to tell 
whether the information is up to 
date, reliable and unbiased. 

“There’s a danger of people 
putting a symptom in and the re- 
sults suggesting there’ s something 
seriously wrong with you.” 

But Dr Brooks doesn’ t believe 
we’ re a nation of cyberchondriacs 
quite yet. 

“People are sophisticated, I 
think they read around the subject 
and don’ tinunediately think, ‘Oh 
my God, F ve got that awful con- 
dition’ . 

“We put the real-life explana- 
tions for symptoms at the top of 
Patient UK searches, rather than 
web scaremonger rarities. 

“If you type in ‘headache’ it 
will tell you about the common 
causes and how to deal with them 
while alerting you to warning 
signs of anything more serious. 
People actually search for advice 
on things like chicken pox, back 
pain, indigestion, high blood pres- 
sure, depression and diabetes 
rather than a odd twinge that might 
prove fatal. 

If you have symptoms you’re 
concerned about, nothing can re- 
place a chat with your GP. 

While more than half (53 %) of 
us admit to self-diagnosing our ill- 
nesses after looking online, ac- 
cording to N ational Friendly’ s re- 
search, it is impossible to do, says 
Dr Paul Gundy, the British Medi- 
cal Association advisor on 
internet medicine. 

He had a patient who was con- 
vinced she had to have Prozac. 

“She said, ‘I’ve diagnosed my- 
self as being depressed and I need 
this particular drug’ . It was a re- 
ally difficult case, I almost had to 
refuse her. Anyone claiming they 
can diagnose over the internet is 
wrong.” 

Dr Gundy does encourage his 
patients to look up illnesses

After months of the big freeze, 
spring’ s finally here and hope- 
fully those winter coughs and snif- 
fles will soon be a thing of the past. 

But for many people, the 
warmer weather will not stop 
them from worrying about their 
health. 

After pornography, health is 
reportedly now the second most 
searched for topic on the internet. 

But as we increasingly turn to 
computers rather than our GPs 
for diagnosis, anew trendhas been 
identified by experts: 
cyberchondria. 

If you’re one of those people 
who frequently looks up their 
symptoms 
online and 
then pan- 
ics at the 
diagnosis, 
or rather 
'search re- 
sults’, it’s pos- 
sible that you’re 
displaying all the hall- 
marks of a 
cyberchondriac. 

There have always been 
hypochondriacs, those who 


fear they have a particular condi- 
tion despite reassurance to the 
contrary, but, says psychiatrist 
and member of the Royal Gollege 
of Psychiatrists, Dr Victoria 
Lukats, the internet can make the 
situation worse. 

“It’ s easier to look up symp- 
toms on the internet, whereas in 
the past you would have had to go 
to the library or the doctor,” she 
says. 

Although cyberchondria is not 
a medical term, the obsessive 
searching for symptoms online is 
a form of ‘health anxiety’, the 
umbrella term for conditions like 
hypochondria. 

“It’s human nature to worry 
but it becomes a condition or dis- 
order if it’ s a preoccupation, if it 
starts to takeoveryour life. That’s 
the bottom line,” says Lukats. 

“With health anxiety prob- 
lems, the more reassurance peo- 
ple seek, the worse it can be. 
They’re only reassured for a few 
minutes and then they feel worse 
again and it turns into a vicious 
circle. So if you’re looking things 
up on the internet all the time, it 
actually feeds into that cycle.”

online, but says, ‘Be sensible’ . 

“I’ve dealt with two consulta- 
tions this morning where patients 
had found something on the 
internet and I’ve said, ‘No that’s 
rubbish, you can just ignore it’ . 

“If you bring in 20 pages of 
print-outs, that’s fine, the doctor 
will look at it, but some of it will 
be good and some of it will be bad.” 

What to do 

Being anxious can often actu- 
ally make us ill and the body mim- 
ics the symptoms we’re scared 
of. So try to relax and they may 
go away. 

But if you can’ t stop Googling 
and panicking about what you 
find, you could be suffering from 
health anxiety, so go and see your 
GP, advises Dr Gundy. 

“It’ s not so much an internet 
issue as an issue about the habits 
the patient is getting into. If it 
wasn’t the internet, they’d be in 
a library or buying health maga- 
zines. 

“The doctor should try and al- 
ter the patient’ s habits, and teach 
them not to be anxious about their 
health, but it doesn’t always 
work.” 

If you have health anxiety, 
your doctor could also refer you 
for Cognitive Behavioural 
Therapy (CBT) - although the 
provision of such preventative 


resources can be rather thin on 
the ground. 

“The basis of CBT is that peo- 
ple are meant to try and resolve 
their own anxiety themselves, 
using relaxation techniques and 
cognitive techniques rather than 
asking for constant reassurance. 

“The patient might keep a di- 
ary of how and when their health 
anxieties crop up and do an ex- 
periment where they say, ‘Next 
time I worry, F m not going to seek 
reassurance’ and they might find 
they feel better when they don’t 
seek reassurance. Obviously if 
people do have a real symptom, 
they shouldn’t ignore it.” 

Anything that will distract 
you from your health anxiety like 
exercise and hobbies can also 
help, adds Lukats. 

“Relaxation techniques are 
good as well. Anything that 
makes you feel more anxious will 
make you worse, so reduce alco- 
hol consumption, cut out illegal 
drugs, get plenty of sleep and cut 
out caffeine.” 

Safe searching 

If you are genuinely worried 
about your health, make sure you 
visit a reliable site. 

Look for the Department of 
Health’s Information Standard 
logo displayed on sites like Pa- 
tient UK, which shows it has 


been accredited as a provider of 
high quality health information. 

“My advice would be to look 
around, find sites that appear to 
be up to date, reliable, written by 
the right people and have the 
right ethic behind them of why 
they’re doing it. Once you’ve 
found sites that appear to be 
good, then bookmark and use 
them,” says Dr Brooks.

In the last week I spent the most 
wonderful afternoon with an 
amazing couple at their oasis of 
calm set amongst the hills over- 
looking a river. Their hospitality 
to me was second to none and the 
care they bestow on their 'furry 
visitors' is equally fantastic. We 
often talk about all the many un- 
sung hero's of the Algarve, this 
couple are amongst them. At this 
house were lots of furry friends 
happily at peace with others, re- 
laxed, playing. Looking into their 
faces and eyes, they looked at 
peace— even the ones that had not 
been with them long. This couple 
radiate peace and security which 
these dogs pickup on. All doggy 
visitors had come from traumatic 
and horrific circumstances. This 
couple devote their life to these 
dogs, to putting them back to- 
gether in body and mind-the mind 
however can take years. They 
will not rehome these dogs until 
they are sure the dogs can cope. 
They do all of this because of their 
love for dogs. How is it that such 


traumatised animals can be so 
trusting, when they have known 
such hardship. All dogs on arriv- 
ing are bloodtested, treated, vac- 
cinated, sterilised and nurtured 
back to health. Some find new 


experience. 
There is a 
special story that needs to be told 
and this is why this couple con- 
tacted me— to tell the story. It 
started with a white 'speck' in the 
comer of an eye whilst driving 
along aroad.

Braga were the first team to play 
over the weekend, in a derby 
against fourth-placed Vitoria de 
Guimaraes, who needed the vic- 
tory to edge closer to Sporting. 
The match was a nightmare for the 
referee, who handed out a total of 
four red and five yellow cards 
throughout the match, but mostly 
in the final twenty minutes. 

The away team was the first to 
score thanks to Rui Miguel after 
twenty minutes. Braga answered 
back just before half time with a 
penalty kick, taken by Alan, a 
decision highly contested by 
Vitoria de Guimaraes players. 
Three more penalties were given 
in the second half, the first giving 
Braga the lead, followed by an- 
other from Andrezinho in injury 
time making the scores even and 
the final penalty providing Braga 
with the victory, seven minutes 
into injury time. 

Sporting gave Rio Ave a 
thrashing on the same night, beat- 
ing the eleventh placed team by 
5-0, with a hat-trick from 
Y annick Djalo and the other two 
thanks to Liedson and Joao 
Moutinho. 

On Saturday, although 
Maritimo scored a goal within the 
first minute of play, FC Porto 


answered back immediately and 
were ahead 2-1 before ten min- 
utes had passed. Falcao became 
the best scorer of the Liga Sagres 
(20 goals) as he scored two, his 
first being one of the best goals 
of the season, abicycle kick from 
inside the box flying past 
Peganha. RaulMeireles and Hulk 
scored the other two, with the 
match ending 4-1 and FC Porto 
still hoping for a slip up from 
Braga in order to take second 
place.

UnfitPortuguese? 


Over half of the Portuguese 
population does not practise any 
sport whatsoever, the third high- 
est value in the European Union, 
according to a study from the Eu- 
ropean Commission revealed in 
Brussels last week. 

The ‘Eurobarometer survey on 
EU citizens’ sport and physical 
activity habits’ has revealed that 
only nine percent of Europeans 
practise sport regularly, 2 1 percent 
rarely and 39 percent never, with 
Portugal’ s statistics well superior 
of theEU average on the latter, with 
55 percent of the Portuguese ad- 
mitting they never practise sport. 

In Portugal, nine percent said 
they practise sport regularly (at 
least five times per week), 24 per- 
cent at least once a week, 1 1 per- 
centrarely and the majority, a stag- 
gering 55 percent, admit to never 
practise any sport. 

Among the 27 countries of the 
EU, Portugal is in third position, 
tied with Italy, with the highest 


amount of people not practising 
sport, surpassed only by Greece 
(67 percent) and Bulgaria (5 8 per- 
cent). The most common justifi- 
cations given for not practising 
sport are not having enough time 
(37 percent) and being too expen- 
sive (13 percent). 

The European Commissioner 
for Education, Culture and Y outh, 
Androulla Vassiliou, announced 
that measures will be taken in 20 1 0 
to encourage Europeans to make 
sport and physical activity an es- 
sential part of their lives. These 
measures will be presented in the 
European Parliament, accompa- 
nied by a proposal of a new pro- 
gramme related to sport that will 
support projects and complement 
the policies of the individual 27 
member countries of the EU. 

The European survey was 
completed in October 2009, with 
26,778 people interviewed in all 
27 countries of the EU, of those 
1 ,03 1 were in Portugal.
